Kevin,  a  number  of  years  ago,  the  Sheriff  deputies  assigned  to  the  Mount  Olive  Drive  crossing  took  a  very  heavy  approach 
to  stopping  traffic  --  telling  motorists  they  would  have  to  wait  20  minutes  to  cross,  so  that  this  private-sector 
fundraising  event  could  operate.
